Secretary of the Air Force Talboit 
told a tiL'ws conference yesterday 
the cancellations will "not

the production of one single plane." 


They ;.aid the engines, all .spares 


or extras and mostly for jets, are 
no 
longr-r needed for two chief 
reasons: 


J. Jet engines are much more 
niblo than had been expected— 


he result of "accumulated know 
how'1 
In operation, maintenance 


and improved design. 


2. Attrition rates have fallen off 


•—that is, fewer accidents and, of 
course, no losses in combat since 
the truce in Korea. 


However, Talbott said the Ko- 


rean truce was not a direct factor. 


Talboll said production of the af- 


fected engines will start tapering 
off immediately and will come to 
^ halt by next spring. He aaid the 
number of cancelled engines might 
run as high as 6,000 with savings 
between 400 and 500 million dol- 
lars. 


Commenting on (he durability of 


jet engines, Talbott said some of 
them run as much as 1,000 hours 
without o v e r h a u 1, whereas 101) 
hours had originally been contem- 
plated. But he added: 


"There was no mistake In the 


fa-iginal jet engine orders. At tne 
time they were made, we had no 
experience factors 
on which 
to 


base requirements." 


Wilson and Talbott insisted the 


cancellations were not dictated by 
the 
five-billion-dollar 
cutback 
in 


Air Force, funds ,yptgd by Congress 
last session. But they said tne de- 
cision was in line with administra- 
tion policy of saving money where 
ever possible without endangering 
national security. 
* Wilson said the engine cancella 
tions have nothing to do with tne 
aircraft reductions announced two 
weeks ago, when 965 planes were 
cut from procurement plans a1, a 
saving of 750 million dollars. ' 


Talbolt said the engine cutback 


will not affect the J53, which is 
the newest, costliest and most pow- 
erful jet engine made for the Air 
Force.
